An inzenious
farmer has solved the problem iy oo
nutnner dpparently satisfactory to lim-
self.

car in s shed places it in position and
g0 associates the wheels with the wia-
chinery of the daley thot the engiae

The accompanying sketeh shows this
device so plainly that it is not neces-
sary to deseribe iU other than to eall
attention to the two rollers, one of
which has its shaft extonded ourside
tho box to carry a putley, from which
the belt runs 1o an overhead shaft, It
is easily apparent that the revolution
of the wheels of the ear will cause o
reverse motion of the rolls, which s
fransmitted by means of the pulley and
belt to the shaft and thenee to the ma-
chinery.

tires Is rendered uniform. The grip on
the rolls that these tires exereise is
surprising.

A peculiarity of this arrangement is
that the car shows n tendency to skid
from side to side.

within the shed, the mere pressure of
the band serving to move the ear easi-
